DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of amendments/arguments filed on 3/1 1/2009. 

2. Claims 9-11 and 22-27 are presented for examination. 

3. This application is a 371 of PCT/JP05/18926 filed on 10/14/2005. 

Priority 

4. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5 . Claims 9- 1 1 and 22-27 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to specifically teach a first detector which detects the reference cell in binary data for the 
frame image, whereupon the first detector detects the reference cell by referring to a resultant 
binary data; and a second detector which detects the comer cells in the binary data for the frame 
image, whereupon the second detector detects the comer cells by referring to a resultant binary 
data; an exfractor which extracts the gradation area on the game mat, from binary data for the 
frame image; and an adjuster which refers to binary data for the gradation area and accordingly 
adjusts the range of pixel values in the RGB format for binarization by the binarization 
processor. These limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the claimed invention were 
not shown by the prior art of record.
